The  Year J 948  saw  the  beginning  of  the  provision  of  Council  Houses  in  the 
area  on  a faitly  large  scale  ~ such  as  12  houses  in  Ab*erffrav/  and  10  in 
Gwalchmai,  The  subject  in  dealt  furthery.  in  the  Report  by  the  Sanitary 

Inspector, 

The  provision  of  a county  water  supply  in  the  near  future  v/ill  allow  a 
further  development  of  this  activity. 

Sewerage  schemes  v/ill  also  have  to  be  provided  for  these  houses,  and,  in 
about  l8  months  ilains  electricity  'V'/ill  also  have  been  p>rovid.ed,  for  these 
named  areas. 

In  the  Year  1948  v;as  also  signif^icant  as  on  the  5th  of  Huly  the  National 
Health  Scheme  emne  into  op)cration.  This  ;^;roviclop,  the  following  -treatments  free 
to  the  whole  of-  the  population,  ^ ^ . , . , , . , . 

Dree  Medical  Attendance  and.  Medicines, 

Free  Hosx^ital  Service  and  i\mbulances. 

Free  Dehtal  and  Ophthalmic  Benefits, 

This  being  a Rural  Area,  there  is  not  much  hope  of  the  provision  of  central 
composite  clinics  for  adults. and  children.  The  area  is  too  scattered,  and 
travelling  lor  patients  would  be  ■ too  dif:L'icult,_  The  Medical  prftQ'feitionors 
still  use  their  ovm..  surgeries  as  before. 

Infant  Welfare  Olinios  have  been  established  for  some  time,  -with  Vacc- 
ination and  anti -.dip  theria  imiiiunisation  facilities  added  since  the  Passing  of 
the  Health  Act  - although  immunisation,  was  practised  before  that  in  the  clinics 
and  in  the  elementary  schools  - the  latter  covering  all  children  of  school 
age  and  younger  ones  if  brought  to  the  school. 

Now  imn-unisation  is  done  after  8 or  9 months  of  age  at  the  Clinics'  or 
in  private  houses. 

The  iraportance  of  /uiti-diphtheria  immunisation  has  been  brought  to  light 
by  the  a1>.sence  (in  this  ar  a,  at  least)  of  any  cases  of  di|)htheria  notified 

in  the  last  2 years  - let  alone  d^eaths,  . . . . . ,

Up  to  the  end  of  1948,  cases' of  scarlet  fever  v/e re.  housed  a1r  the  County 
Isolation  Hosi^ital,  Llangefni,  The' occu] nation  of  beds,  there  has  x^erceptively 
dii.iinished,  comxoared  v/ith  yeafs  gone  by,  and  fever  cases. may  have' to  be 

centralised,  still  further  in  1949,  , ' 

There  is  a district  chan;;e  of  ijractice  taking  place -in  ■ the  arcra,  as  in 
al.l  other  Co-unty  Are^s,  in  the  provisions  made  and  .facilities  that 'are  taken 
advantage  of,  by  expectant  mothers,  their  confinements,  and  housing  of  com- 
plicated confinements. 

It  is  nov/  rare  for  a comx:-licatod  confinement  to  be  treated  at  homo, 
they  are  all  moved  into  the  County  HosxJi'tal,  Bangory  where  an  exx3ert  staff 
are  at  thei*' disxjosal. 

The  uncomx/licated  cases  nov/  take  advantage  of  the  well  equipx^ed  Gors 
Maternity  Home  at  Holyhead,  with  a certain  number  choosing  the  private  nursing 


hone  at  Br;>TL3yia’anj 

The  ante-nabal  clinics  nearest  to  thj  s area  ere  at  ,‘tc'.’'o  heu  ,i  anl 
Llangefni,  where  any  complication  is  spottea  and  dealt  \.’ith  the  caiJert 
j^aff , att ending  there,  from  thu  Coimt;y  Hospital  Baivyei’. 

I must  say  one  thiny  about  tlie  babies  in  the  area„  It  is  in-v.  verv  rare 
to  see  a de'^f-litated  weekly  child^  A.bnost  all  the  babies  loci  oonn;-’  and  v»'oll 
nourished,  and  any  that  are  not,  co-o  soon  spotted,  .i.n  the  Clin.icr.,  aril  put 
on  the  rir^ht  road  again,  Ths  provision  of  vitamin  capsv.Les,  cod  liver  t'il, 
or?ange  juice,  has  helped  the  mothers  to  roar  moo L healthy  obilb’sr-

Tho  vroter  supply  of  the  area  has  not  been  Miprovod  in  the  course  of  tlic 
year.  The  construction  of  the  County  yator  Scheme  is  progressing  tlicagh 
owirS  to  certain  difficulties,  the  uork  is  behind  the  so]iebr].o,  Tnit  in  any 
case  only  the  three  villages  of  Bodffordl,  Cb/alchiaai  and  Bryngvran  are  i::- 
eluded  in  the  first  instaLuent  of  the  scheme,  and  therefore  tnc  ''Veatc::  paari 
pf'  this  area  must  v/ait  until  the  second  lnsta'.L’'-Lont  of  t^ao  scheme-  leforo  any

In  the  course  of  the  year  it  v;as  ruK'ossary  to  render  repairs  to 
public  v/ells  on  70  occasions.  Pour  notices  were  served  of.  c\.nsrs  of  pravato 
v/ells  to  execute  necessary  reprars,  tv/o  notices  to  px’ event  irastago  of  v/atcr, 
and  two  neiv  service  pipes  were  provided  to  houses  v/ituin  the  existing  vaarcr 
main  areas. 

The  plant  at  ijiosneigr  has  been  workin.*  sati sfae tc'h  aud  t}io 
sux^ply  maintained  at  all  times.  Some  sm.'l]  repairs  were  ncoessajya  i.ith 
replacement  of  parts  subject  to  excessive  Y/oar,  .L’he  seasonal  taste  and  smoil. 
arising  from  the  algal  grov/tns,  was  X’l^oscnt  during  the  summer  months,  but  not 
so  severe  as  previous  years. 

There  rias  not  liocn  any  ovidenoe  of  any  x^liii’ieor  so.lveiit  action  of 
any  vntcr,  and  no  sx^ccial  action  has  been  necessary  in  ruspeo';  of  any  form  of 
contamination.

One  short  sewer 
extension  has  been  constructed  in  the  Broad  Beach  Area  of  llhosneigr,  and  short 
lenc;ths  of  surface  water  sewers  v/ere  reconst^ructed  in  Bryn^p'/ran  and , Cav'd Iclimai, 
Plans  of  a propose  1 sewer  extension  at  Kinpslandy  Ilolyhead  'Rural  to  link  up 
with  the  to\m  sewers  has  teen  prcprire-l  and  approved,  ;.ind  tho^b'elsh  Board  of 
Health  have  fixed  ijrovisiunally,  a prant  of  J053C  under,  the  Rural  (Vfater  and

Apart  from  the  Joint' 'Sewerage  Scheme  with  the  Llangefni  Urban  District 
Council,  included  in  last  year’s  re.'ort,  to  cover  the  lh.ostrehv/f a district  of 
the  Parish  of  Cerri;;;Geinv'on,  the  following  joint  scheme  are  also  in  loroparation:

Th<3  two  sev/erage  works  owned  and,  operated  by  the  Council,  at  Ithosneigr 
and  Trearddur  Bay  are  in  good  'vTorkirg  orler,  and  the  ’maintenance  expense  is  at 
a mimiiavun.  The  pumping  i-dant'  at  Trear'ldur  Bay  has  been  overhauled  when  a ^ew 
rex^lacemonts  wore  necessary. 

The  Council  has  axvplied  for  the  acquisition  of  the  Se\/erage  Forks 
attached  to  the  Mona  Airfield,  as  they  would  serve  the  Housing  sire  and  other 
ijrenises  in  Gvvalchmai.  Uchaf , 

Nev/  drainage  schemes  in  connection  with  21  i^remises  have  been, 
constructed  and  ajj^roved,  but  only  two  v/ere  • connected  to  public  sewers,  ^ 

FIBERS  iJO  STjOIUIS.  ' ' ' ' . ■ ' 

Wunryint^he  most  socious  case  of  pollution  exists  in  ‘Vialley,  v/here  the, 
stream  trough  part  of  the  village,  is  in  a serious  condition,  and  the  only 
remedy  is  the  construction  of  a' proper  sewerage  scheme.  Plans  of  a scheme  have 
been  X)repared  by  the' Council’ s Consulting.  Engineers,  but  owin.g  to  certain 
difficulties,  it  has  not  yet  been  x^ostibble  for  the  Felsh  Board  of  H<i.alth  to  hold 
a Public 

HJBLIC  CLIi'iNSINC.  ; ' 

House  Refuse,  • 

This  service  has  been  extended  to  additional  areas  in  the  parishes  of 
Holyhead  Rural,  Heneglvvys,  Gav^^lchmai,  Llanf airyneubwll,  Llantrisant,  and 
Rhoscolyn,  but  it  has  not  been  possible  to  make  a more  frequent  collection  in 
the  areas  which  are  subject  to  a fortnightly  or  three  weekly  collection. 

The  tvAj  vehicles  have  done  good  v/ork,  and  the  cost  of  maintenan«e 
has  been  small , The  two  now  tips  .at  Aberff  ra\/  and  (k.TalclTmai  have  been  proxjerly 
fenced  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  o\/ner  anl  tenants, 

A special  service  had  to  bo  arranged  for  a few  months  during  the 
period  a portion  of  the  Mona  Airfield  wn.*;  ec-enpJed  as  a Polish  Hostel, 
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Six.teen  notices  were  served  on  householders  to  provide  proper  receptacles* 
MOfSOIL, 

Following  the  delivery  of  a nov/  night  soil  tank  this  service  has  improved  f ' 
Considerably  and  it  has  also  been  extended  to  additional  premises,  including 
dwelling  houses  and  schools, 

IdJISANCES. 

A total  of  71  nuisances  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  involving'  • 

156  visits  for  inspections,  but  it  was  necessary  to  resort  to  statutory ' action 
except  in  one  case. 

The  main  causes, of  the  nuisances  were  animalsj  accumulations  of  rubbish 
etc,  defective  drains  cr  cesspools,  sanitary  accommodation  etc, 

SHOPS  MD  OFFICES, 

The  condition  of  the  shops  and  offices  in  the  area  are  well  maintained, 
with  slight  improvements  in-the  larger  establishments.  There  are  only  a small 
number  of  shops  where  employees  are  engaged,  as  they -are  mostly  family 
affairs.  The  number  of  offices  are  also  small  and  are  all  connected  with  small 
firms  and  business  premises, 

C^HvglNG  SITES  AND  CARiWANS, 

^ There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  this  area  as  provided  fcr  by 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  but  four  licences  were  operative 
in  respect  of  moveable  dvrellings. 

During  the  year  as  many  as  63  sites  -v/ere  used  for  camps  and  caravans 
for  short  periods  during  the  holiday  season,

SMOKE  i\BATEMENT. 

There  is  no  pollution  by  smoke,  as  with  tv/o  exceptions,  there  otc 
no  industries  in  the  area  using  solid  fuel.  The  exceptions  are  the  Silica 
Works,  Holyhead  Rural,  and  the  Quarries  at  Gv/alchmai,  and  ov/ing  to  their 
isolated  position  and  the  direction  of  the  prevailing  winds,  all  smoke  is 
blovm  cut  to  sea  or  over  open  land, 

SV/II^PHNC-  BATHS  .VND  POOLS, 

There  are  no  preiaises  of  this  description  in  the  area, 

Elt^ddlCATIQN  OF  BED  BUGS, 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  on  this  direction  during 
■khe  year, 

HOUSING, 

A systematic  inspection  of  houses  was  not  made,  but  for  several  reasons 
37  were  inspected  from  time  to  time,  of  which  17  were  ‘found  to  be  unfit,  and 
no  statutory  action  was  taken  as  there  is  no  alternative  accommodation 
available  f.or  the  displaced  families,"  Preliminary  notices  were  served  upon 
the  pwners  of  the  other  20  houses,  and  in  one  case  only  was  it  necessarjr  to 
issue  a statutory  notice. 

In  addition  to  the  above  repairs,  out  of  the  I88  Building  Licences  issued 
during  the  year,  13C-  were  in  respect  of  essential  repairs  to  dvi/’elling  houses, 
and  the  raising  of  the  limit  of  expenditure  without  a licence  to  £1CC  has 
also  assisted  in  the  repair  of  additional  houses, 

Y/ith  regard  to  the  Council’s  Housing  Schemes,  twelve  houses  were 
completed  in  Aberffraw,  and  ten  in  G^7alchmai,  and  another  four  were  commenced 
in  Caergeiliog,  Some  families  in  Aberffrav^,  had  been  removed  from  confirmed 
Clearance  Aps^s,  and  such  houses  vacated  will  eventually  bo  demolished. 

Further  progress  with  housing  schemes  is  retarded  through  the “absence 
of  proper  water  supplies  and  sewerage  schemes,  which  are  essential  services, 

INSPECTION  fiND . SUFER.VISION  OF  FOOD,  " . ' 

Milk  Supply, 

^luring  the  ;^ear  131  visits  vrere  made  to  farms,  and  out  of  89  applicants 
only  30  were  actually  registered  as  wholesale  traders  and  producers  of  milk, 
with  one  registration  as  retailer,  and  three  transfers  of  registration  as 
wholesale  traders  and  producers,  where  they,  was  change  in  the  occupier  of 
the  premises,. 

All  this  work  has  been  done  with  the  fullest  co-operation  o£  the 
County  Officers  of  the  National  Agricultural  Advisory  Service, 
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Tliree  cases  of  unsatisfactory  retail  producers  were  considered  by  the 
Council  and  the  offenders  cautioned.  All  three  have  ceased  to  be  retailers. 

As  there  are  no  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouses  within  the  area,  it 
is  not  possible  to  complete  the  table  of  inspections  as  requested  by  the 
V/elsh  Board  of  Health,  Relief  work  is  done  ac  the  Holyhead  Slaughterhouse 
when  required,  and  record  of  such  work  will  be  included  in  the  records  of  the 
Holyhead  Urban  District  Council, 

The  number  of  butchers  shops  has  been  reduced, by  2,  making  the  present 
total  of  21  all  of  wiiich  are  kept  in  good  order,  Vi?ith  some  improvements  haladng 
been  carried  out  in  a few  instances , Co ‘-d  storage  is  not  available  only  in 
a few  localities  where  electricity  supplies  have  been  extended  to.  Six 
premises  are  used,  for  the  manufacture  of  moat  products. 

During  the  year  16  slaughtermen  fpg'y (^licensed  under  the  iSCtnighter  of 
Animals  Act  1933;  two  of  v/hom  were  new  applicants, 

CTHER  FOODS, 

Alj.  Pood  Shpps  are  well  conducted  and  kept  in  a good  clean  condition. 

They  are  mostly  run  on  a family  basis  \/ith  only  a few  engaging  employees. 

The  numter  of  Bakehouses  has  Ijeon  reduced,  to  13.*  f-^nd  in  tvro  instances  only, 
was  it  nessary  to  take  action  to  secure  greater  cleanliness. 

The  main  Provisions  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  generally  administered  by 
the  County  Council,  but  every  assitance  is  given  in  directing  adulteration 
and  infringements  of  the  several  provisions. 

The  Council  has  in  conjunction  with  the  other  Local  Authorities  in  the
